Should noothergooilpui pose be served 
by the railway agitation now approach- 
ing fever heat in this i)rovince, tlie 
controversy will liave the effect of 
largely advertising the country abroad. 
Nearly every . newspaper wo take 
up contains some allusion to British 
Columbia ami the unfultiled railway 
pledges of the 'Dominion. Not a few 
• .descant "bprtif the valuable natural re- 
sources of " tiie country — its climate, 
mines, forests, fisiicriea andas;ricultural 
capabilities, and couunend it as u field 
where a young and thri£ty,aottler who 
is not afraid of roughing it for a few 
years in tho bUsh and who \vtll not 
run away from honost euiploymont will 

■ be sure to got on. There are some 
prints — tho Ottawa Fm^ Press, for 
example — that effect the obscono role 
of tho rowdy and blackguard in dea'ing 
with tho province, and who meet ' its 
open, respectful and manly request to 
be Recorded its rights, with abuse and 
contumely. But such papers are tho 
exception. They by no means con- 
stitute the rule. No respectable Do- 
minion journal has presumed to misre- 
present the people or to underestimate 
the yalue of this province. Even tlie 

'!'\A/di7^Mt1l 'its sophistical request that 
Columbia shall bo "patient" and "bide 
a wee," has over done ample justice to 
the resources of tlio country. The 
Globe, as was noted yesterday, lias ad- 
opted the BtAKE shibboleth of "letting 

.British CQlumbia go'' as Jita.pFeeiJ and 
is lashing itself into a stato of excite- 
ment/,m o'^.pffo'"'' 'Isf'-''^'- '''"^ syndi- 
cate bargain. British Columbia is by 
no means anxious to so\ er the connos- 
ion — to cut the cord that attaches it 
to ,tho Dominion; but should the 
Blake tactics prove successful and the 
syndicate bargain be repudiated .she 
Vf'ould be quito ready to "go" with 
a rush. How far she would "go" 
— whether she would stop at tho pro- 
sent boundary line or step across it — 
would bo a question for tho 
future. . . Tho popular cry would 
probably be anywhere, any- 
where, out of tho Union." Thanks to 
the existing agitation Columbia is bet- 
tor understood and appreciatiid abroad 
than ever before and there are powers 
that would bid high for her should tlio 
narrow guage railway policy of tho east- 
cm liberals become tho policy of Can- 
ada. They might not bid in vain for 
sovereignty over one of the most val- 
uable tracts of real estate on tho conti- 
nent. Thi.s country can neither bo 
pinnod to tho confederation with bay- 
onets nor pounded into loyalty witli 
powder and ball. What it asks is to 
havo-.treaty. ,rights that were ofiorcd by 
Canada' and '^uhrantcfed b"/ Gl'^at Brit- 
ain respected. If Canada is not pro- 
pared to fulfil those obligations British 

'Columbia will know what to do. 

MR. DEWDNEY. 

Mr. Dewdnoy, Indian commiBsionur for 
the Northwest Territory, has been singled 
out as an especial object of abuse by tho 
liberal press of Manitol)a. Tlio latest 
charge laid at his door is that in an ofli- 
cial report he represented a lot of 
gdvernment horses to be excellent and a 
lot of government cattle to bo very poor, 
The 'Manitoba Fne Press claims timo tho 
reverse was the fact : tho cattlo being in 
gpdd'and tha'hnrsos in bad condition. 
Srifw'',' suppotiB tho F. r. \i statement to be 
"Correot (it'is more than likely that it will 
prove to bo untrue) what does it amount 
to? .No intimation of corruption is 
' conveyed in the accusation ; the 
contention being that Mr. Dowdnoy 
used tho word " lionies " where he 
should have used "cattle" and wee 
ver*3. If ifc could bo shown that both lots 
wire, bad and that tho commiBBioner had 
'^sed thend'as good, there would exist 
some excuse for tho attack ; hiit regarded 
in its very worst light tho error (if it was 
really made) was merely clerical. A lit- 
tle time ago the Oloba was found writing 
Mr. Deyednoy down because (as it assort- 
ed)' he' had Once boon purser of an H. B. 
CdJ'Q'st'edinbbat. By a parity of reason- 
ing the ^Gipbe^ ought to declare Mr. Mac- 
kenzie ilnfit to sit in Parliament because 
he was once a stonemason, or Mr. Blako 
unfitted for leader of tlio liberal party be- 
cauao ho is a lawyer.

HoNGKOXo, Nov. 15. — The humani- 
tarian policy of the governor of Hong- 
kong, Sir John Pope Hennessy, in 
abolishing tho branding and flogging 
of Chinese criminals, and, which gave 
rise to so much adverse criticism in 
local newspapers, has been endorsed 
by Lord Kimberley, secretary of state 
for the colonies. 

Business of the supreme court of 
Hongkong was brought to a stand still 
for two or three days in consequence 
of a dispute between Chief Justice Sir 
John Sraalo aud F. H. Gibbons, regis- 
trar of the court. Tho difficulty has 
been surmounted by the registrar's re- 
turn to England. 

Reports from Peeking in reference 
to trouble with Russia aro very contra- 
dictory. Tso Tsung Tang is on his way 
from the jllc frontier to |the capital, 
and it is believed that lie means mis- 
chief. 

Yokohama, Nov. 20. — Tho govern- 
ment is making strenuous efforts to 
economize, and in pursuance of this 
policy has ordered the sale to private 
individuals of the factories which were 
formerly established by it to stimulate 
native industries. Various public de- 
partments have also been instructed to 
reduce tlieir expenses, and tho guards 
heretofore attending the privy council- 
lors have been abolished. By these 
and other economical measures which 
are in progress, a saving of about §10,- 
000,000 annually i.s to be effected, 
which sum is to be devoted to the re- 
demption of paper currency. 

The Russian ironclad frigate Kniaz 
Pojarsky, the first of Lessofi'sky's fleet 
from Vladivostok, arrived to-day.

A TALB OF nOKEOE. 

Soorets of a Sussian Prison Soviso— 
^7 2 Prisoners Oonfess. 

[From th&.St. I'otersb'jrx Golns.] 

From the Itli to tiio l-lth of October 
hist the military court of KliarkofTwn.s 
engaged in trying fourteen persons ac- 
cujied of belonging to a secret society 
tlic puri)oso of which was to overthrow 
tho existing Government and social 
system of Russia. In the course of the 
trial it was shown that A. Sytzianko 
and Legky had distributed pamphlets 
and proclamations inciting tho people 
to insurrection ; that Pliilipoll liad 
forged pa.sses ; that Danilofi' hiid in 
suited the ofticers who went to arrest 
iiim ; that Prof. Sytzianko bad not re- 
jiorted to the authorities the crimes of 
hi.s .son Alexander, a youth of I9year.s. 
The accusations against tlio other pris- 
oners were com]iaratively insignificant. 
Tiie defense was conducted very jioorly, 
all the counsel being ajipointed by the 
court from among the military counsel. 
The trial of the youth Sytzianko pi'o- 
duced nn unusual excitement in tho 
court. Dr. Sytzianko iiad nil the sym- 
patliy of tlie public, being esteemed 
both as an able professor of tho Uni- 
versity of Kharkoff ami as a. physician. 
Eight uiontlis of prison life had made 
him almost unrccognizablo j his face was 
deadly pale. Still when examined ho 
defended himself abh'. His son, Alex- 
ander, u gymnasium pupil, was un- 
doubtedh' tho most remarkable of all 
the accused. His beautiful face, his 
clear nnd cbnriniiig voice, and his elo- 
quence produced n very favorable im- 
pression on the publia The most strik 
ing moment of the trial was this. The 
attorney for the State asked Alexander 
why, on the prolitninary inve.Htigation, 
he liail made certain stntornonts wliicli 
on the trial lie recalled. Fii explana- 
tion tlia youth described most eloquent- 
ly all tho horrors of the prison life ho 
had been submitted to. His pliysical 
sufTering and moral tortures, ho said, 
had reduced bim to a condition in 
which no person can be respoii.siblo 
either for his words or for bis actions. 
Hu told how he folt wiien during; the 
winter he was .shut in a small, dark un- 
derground cell, and subsistetl for a time 
on one glass of water that was given 
him once in twenty-four hours. Tho 
father of the youth could not stand 
such a dreadful tale ; he fainted and so 
put an (;nd to the exposition of tho 
secrets of tho political pri.son. A most 
exciting scene followed. All the ladies 
present in the court room cried and 
sobbed, and tears were seen on the 
faco.s of the stoutest men. The court" 
adjourned. When it reappeared the 
attorney for tho prosecution requested 
that tho prison authorities and guard- 
ian.s should be summoned as witnes-scs. 
On the next day they were brought. 
Alexander Sj'tzianko was requested to 
repeat what he had said on the pre- 
vious day about tho abuse received by 
him at the bands of the prison autiior- 
ities. This he did, nnd added some de- 
tails even more .shocking. Again his 
father felt aick,and requested the Court 
to be allowed to leave the court room. 
This petition was granted. The prison 
authorities were unable to oontradict 
the startling revelations made by the 
youthful prisoner. 

On Oct. 1-i the judgment of the court 
was announced to the accused. Alex- 
ander Sytzianko and Legky, being de- 
prived of all rights, were sent to Si- 
beria for two year.s and eight months 
at hard labor ; Philipoff, being depriv- 
ed of certain special rights, waa exiled 
to Siberia for two years; Blinoff and 
Kuznetzofl' were sent to'a fortress for 
four months ; DanilofV nlfio i^ot four 
months, and Golubeft' two months. 
Tho rest of the accused, including Dr. 
Sytzianko, were . acquitted. On Oct. 
25 the same court will try a burgher, 
•JulisofT ; tho son of the priest Kojin, 
a daughter of the -priest Kojin, the 
son of State Oounselor Balabuch, Dr, 
Rudakoir, and the daughter of the 
sergeant, Gangozof}', all accused of poli- 
tical crimes. .,

He goes 
seven to'eight miles an hour, and fifty 
miles a day. 

At Atlilone correspondent writes: — 
The work of the Boycott relief expedi- 
tion is comi)lcted. The Ulster men, 
escorted by tho infantry, marched from 
Ballihrobe to Ciaremorris, a distance 
of thirteen miles, where thfey took tho 
train northward at seven o'clock this 
morning. ^Boycott him.solf, with his 
wife and two nieces, left Lough IMask 
in n covered ninbulance waggon, and 
escorted by a company of hussars was 
driven rapidly .to Ciaremorris. Boy- 
cott was not recognized in passing Bal 
Unrobe, as scarcely a soul wa.s on the 
streets.

The ambulance waggon was greet- 
ed with hoarse groans and shouted 
curses. A large body of the constabu- 
lary stood guard at tho Ciaremorris 
station. Boycott left by tho ordinary 
train for Dublin. Tho infantry, with 
tlio Ulster men, followed in special 
trains amid groans and hooting. Mra. 
Boycott came in. for a certain amount 
of sympathy, but for tho hard-featured, 
grey-bearded, insignificant-looking agent 
there was none.

Sfr. Eldison has informed a New 
York World reporter that in about two 

weeks he will invito a number of emi- 
nent engineers to witness a grand test 
of his electric lamp. lie has had a 
factory engaged in making the lamps, 
and i.s to make an experiment at Menlo 
Park with some 800, connected by over 
seven miles of wire. When the econ- 
omy of his lamps is demonstrated, he 
proposes, next February, to have a dis- 
trict of New York city lighted. The 
wire will be laid in pijios, the Inrgest 
tlireo inches in diameter, and but a foot 
under ground. Kvery twenty feet the 
pipeswill pa.sstlirough boxes, where con- 
nections may be made with houses. 
Tho wires will run directly to a metro 
in each building supplied, and the elec- 
tricity will be measured just as gas is 
measured now. Tiic vacuum bamboo 
lamps, when broken or burned out, can 
be taken out anil changed as easily as a 
chimney of a kero.sene lamp. Not over 
three lam].>s a year will be required, 
when not used more than five hours a 
day. "Power," says Mr. Edison, "is 
furnished "by my reversible machine. 
You ajiply power to it and it will give 
light ; opply electricity and it will give 
power, iiiese can bo furnished at from 
one-eighth horse-power upwards. This 
power.I shall sell just as I shall sell the 
light." 

A S(. Louis bank teller, in cnshing 
a check gave a woman a scaled envel- 
ope marked .$500. She did not count 
the money until she got home and then 
found only $285. She returned to tho 
bank, but could not get the mistake 
rectified, as she ought have opened the 
envelope, the teller said, before quitting 
the counter.

PiiiLADELPmA, mvf *26.^Tbe* in- 
vestigation into the crookedness among 
tho co operative insurance companies 
in this State has developed that fifteen 
risks" were issued during the last six 
months on people upwards of eighty 
years old ; uiany of them were dying 
and died, since the insurance was effect- 
ed, and others aro now at death's door. 
The aggregate amount of., thfm risks 
was .5100,000. In many^ cases men 
have been found .with thousands of dol- 
lars insurance on their lives without 
the slightest intimation of the fact. 
The manner in which these insurances 
have been effected, it is said, has been 
through the treachery of agents, as- 
sisted by unscrupulous physicians, cer- 
tifying to tho health of persons who 
were never examined. 

New Yoiuc, Dec. 7.— James Red- 
path, who recently returned from Ire- 
land, appeared at a. meeting of the New- 
ark Q^rish' Land. League, and gave at 
considerable length a description of 
Ireland. In the cour.se of his remarks 
ho said ; "All this year there have 
been only five cases of accidental death 
that any ono can attribute to the ten- 
ants. One of the men killed was Lord 
Leitrim. If be had not been shot it 
would have been an eternal disgrace. 
He ruined thirty pure girls, and tho 
brother of one of them went to Ireland 
from Chicago and .shot him down like 
the dog that he was.

By 
socially ostracising every one who takes 
a farm from which a tenant has been 
evicted, the people keep such farms 
vacant."
